CmoAoo, Aug. 26.—Chicago is one 
grand camp of G. A. R. men to-day, on 
their way to the Milwaukee encamp- 
ment 
From early in the momihg 
their bronzed faces, framed in venerable 
gray hair, were conspicuous by their 
number and appearance in the hotels, 
at ilie railroad stations and on the 
streets. 


The Grand Pacific hdtel was besieged 
early in the morning by Ransom post, 
of St Louis.

The. "old man" 
finally came down and was' given an 
impromptu reception.in the rotunda. 
"The boys" crowded around him eagerly 
to shake his hood and many suceeeded. 
After a time the command formed and 
marched up stairs to the dining room, 
where Gen. Sherman breakfasted with 
them, after which the post escorted the 
general to the depot. 


General R. A. Alger, of Michigan, 
and his wife, accompanied by Mrs. Gen- 
eral John A. Logan, arrived at the 
Grand Pacific at 8:15 o'clock, and took 
breakfast. They came from Detroit in 
the general's private car. 


Immediately after leaving the bre^- 
fast table, 
Mrs. Logan and party. 
Colonel 
George H. Hopkins and 
daughter, Colonel J. A. Rodgers, Mr. 
Gruesil, editor of the Detroit Free Pret», 
and Mr. Davenport, editor of the De- 
troit Tribune, went to the parlors, where 
an informal reception was held. 


Generals W. T. Sherman, Martin and 
scores of others, prominent in the 
grand army, besides hundreds of the 
rank and file, passed through the par- 
lors, cordially greeting the widow of 
their revered leader. Major Warner, 
commander-in-chief the Grand Army of 
the Republic arrived with the encircling 
pariy at 6 o'clock this morning on the 
Chicago & Alton railway. 


They did not stop in Chicago long, 
the <sax on which they were, being at- 
tached to a Chicago, Milwaukee and St 
Paul train and continuing immediately 
to Milwaukee.

The Alleged ranrderers of Br. Cronlai 
inConrt Bemandlns'Sep- 
arate Trials. 


CmcAGO, August 26.—The Cronin 
case came up in Judge McConnell's 
branch of the.circuit court this morning. 
The case is brought before Judge Mc- 
Connell on a change of venue from 
Judges Horton & Hawes. 
This change 
of venue was asked for by O'Sullivan, 
the ice man. 


By 9:30 o'clock the court room was 
well-filled with spectators, lawyers and 
newspaper men. John T. Scanlan and 
Woodruff's parents were among the first 
to arrive at the criminal court building. 
They went straight to the court room 
and took their seats in the witness row. 


The entrance to the court room was 
vigilantiy guarded by deputy sheriffs 
and no one was allowed to pass the first 
guard at the foot of the stairs, unless he 
or she could give a good reason for 
wanting to be present at the trial. 


Promptly at 10 o'clock, the prisoners 
were brought into the court room care- 
fully guarded by eight deputys. The six 
men suspected of being implicated in 
the murder of Dr. Cronin, marched into 
court, headed by Martin Burke. Wood- 
ruff, Coughlin, Beggs, and O'Sullivan 
followed, and Kurze, the young German, 
brought up the rear.
